The federal government is in the busi- 


ness of funding ghetto rioting all over the 
United States. 


A plausible statement? It depends on 


your own point of view. To about 125 per- 
sons gathered Saturday in Schiller Park at 
the Ramada Inn near O'Hare Airport, the 
statement was part of a six-hour seminar 
delivered by Stuart Crane. 


It was delivered at a meeting of the 


John Birch Society, co-sponsored by the 
Arlington Heights and Elk Grove chapters. 


Crane, a Birch coordinator of special 


services, flown in from Greenville, S.C., 
for the program, reasoned that, as rioting 
began several years ago, government 
spending 
increased. 
As spending in- 


creased, rioting increased. 


He said that much of the money spent to 


prevent rioting actually ends up in riot or- 
ganizations. Besides, he charged that men 
like Rap Brown and Stokely Carmichael 
are on the federal payroll. 


College, Crane told his audience, is not 


an educational process, but rather a "cer- 
tification process." 


It takes four years to control the minds 


of the students that enter college, Crane 
said, in order to wean them away from the 
teachings of their parents.

Birch View: Government Backs Riots

The federal government is in the busi- 


ness of funding ghetto rioting all over the 
U.iited States. 


A plausible statement? It depends on 


your own point of view. To about 125 per- 
sons gathered Saturday in Schiller Park at 
the Ramada Inn near O'Hare Airport, the 
statement was part of a six-hour seminar 
delivered by Stuart Crane. 


It was deliveted at a meeting of the 


John Birch Society, co-sponsored by the 
Arlington Heights and Elk Grove chapters. 


Crane, a Birch coordinator of special 


services, flown in from Greenville, S.C.. 
for the program, reasoned that, as rioting 
began several years ago, government 
spending 
increased. 
As 
spending 
in- 


creased, rioting increased. 


He said that much of the money spent to 


prevent rioting actually ends up in riot or- 
ganizations. Besides, he charged that men 
like Rap Brown and Stokely Carmichael 
are on the federal payroll. 


College, Crane told his audience, is not 


an educational process, but rather a "cer- 
tification process " 


It takes four years to control the minds 


of the students that enter college, Crane 
said, in order to wean them away from the 
teachings of their parents. 


Crane, who spoke for two hours in the 


morning 
without 
stopping, 
saved 
his 


sharpest criticism for communism and the 
term "democracy " He defined commu- 
nism as a form of government controlled 
by a small elite, rther than by the masses 
of people 


He defined democracy, as a form of gov- 


ernment, as an evil. Stressing that this 
country is a republic, and that democracy 
is mentioned in neither the Constituion 
nor the Declaration of Independence, he 
charged that "government 
- controlled 


schools, radio, television and the mass 
media" support the concept of democracy 
— which he regarded as government con- 
trol. 


In a republic. Crane said, the laws rule 


the government, but in other loims of gov- 
ernment, laws rule the people, thus in- 
creasing infringements on personal liber- 
ty. 


"Fantastic1" said a pleased listener dur- 


ing the mornining coffee break. The mem- 
bers of the audience, mostly over 30 and 
c o m f o r t a b l y dressed, chatted about 
Crane's talk 


It cost each of them $10 to enter the 


meeting. With about 12,1 persons present, 
the society could have made about $1,250 
on the session.

change would allow cars to get on to the

said the construction would begin about 
June 1 of this year if approval of plans 
was obtained from the Illinois Division of 
Highways which controls access to Arling 
ton Heights Road. 


In December, the division of highways 


rejected the tollway's plans and sent the 
engineers back to the drawing hoard

The ordinance clo-sely follows the new 


village budget, which was trimmed nearly 
$100,000 in general fund expenditures dur- 
ing public hearings on the proposed budget 
as drawn up by former Village Mgr. C E. 
Olsen 


Olsen had proposed $91(3,293 for general 


fund expenditures, and the village trustees 
made cuts in his proposal so that it equal- 
ed $BH7,77li to cover the same functions of 
village government. That figure still tops 
last year's general fund budget by $231,976 


for a 35 per cent increase in planned vil- 
lage spending this fiscal year. 


MAJOR PARTS of the appropriation or- 


dinance which the board will vote on 
tonight include the corporate 
fund 
at 


$772,873. That amount covers monies spent 
on the village board, the village manager, 
the various boards and commissions, the 
village clerk's office, village departments 
such as police and fire, the new municipal 
building and general administration. 


Other funds and the amounts appro- 


priated for them in the ordinance are the 
road and bridge fund at $105,893, a $22,401 
civil defense fund, a $9,000~crossing guard 
fund and a $19,000 appropriation for street 
lighting.

Northwest suburban drivers can plan to

COMMONWEALTH EDISON CO. Chair- 


man J. Harris Ward Friday also an- 
nounced a revised estimate of the com- 
pany's earnings for this year. He said at 
the annual meeting in May, 1969 earnings 
were estimated at $3.15 a share. 


"Now, particularly as a result of the un- 


remitting pressure of inflation on our 
costs, it appears we will be hard pressed 
to push earnings for the full year above 
the $3.02 per share reported for the 12 
months ended June 30," Ward said. 


Ward pointed out that over the past sev- 


en years, the company 
has 
reduced 


charges for electricity by more than $30 
million annually. 


"Since March, 1962, the average cost of 


electricity to our residential customers has 
gone down more than 13 per cent," he 
said. "Meanwhile, other consumer prices 
have gone up, with the increase in the past 
year running about five per cent."

Schaumburg Township Republicans will 


join the 13th Congressional District en- 
dorsement parade Aug. 15 — possibly 
making the local GOP the last of eight 
township organizations in the district to 
endorse. 


GOP Committeeman Donald L Totten 


revealed the endorsement date this week- 
end and predicted the Schaumburg GOP 
would give the nod to either Samuel Young 
of Glenview or Philip Crane of Winnetka. 


Four townships — New Trier, North- 


field, Palatine and Niles — have already 
endorsed candidates, and Wheeling and 
Elk Grove are expected to do so before 
Aug 
15. Evanston is the only township 


which possibly will endorse later than 
Schaumburg. 


ENDORSEMENTS by township GOP or- 


ganizations are important to the candi- 
dates for several reasons. With eight town- 
ships m the district, a candidate who can 
get the nod of more than one township has 
a psychological advantage over candidates 
who are supported by one or none. 


And the endorsement means that par- 


ticular township's GOP organization will 
work for the endorsed candidate. Local or- 
ganizations, with their precinct captains 
and precinct workers who know the vot- 
ers, play the major role in determining 
which candidates will get the most votes. 


The first four endorsements have gone 


to four different candidates. New Trier 
Township, which includes the villages of 
Winnetka. Wilmette and Kenilworth, is 
backing State Rep. Alan R. Johnston of 
Kenilworth. 


Niles and Northfield townships also are 


supporting favorite sons, both of whom are 
GOP committeemen — Young in North- 
field and John Nimrod of Skokie in Niles. 


PALATINE TOWNSHIP, the only west- 


ern township to endorse thus far, and, like 
Schaumburg, one of only three townships 
without a candidate, endorsed Crane, the 
conservative professor from Winnetka. 


Of the four yet to endorse, Evanston is 


considered likely to join New Trier in sup- 
port of Johnston and Wheeling is believed 
certain to endorse its favorite son. State 
Rep. Eugene Schlickman of 
Arlington 


Heights. 


Schaumburg and Elk Grove are impor- 


tant, then, since their support probably 
give one of the already endorsed candi- 
dates additional strength. 


Elk Grove is believed to be fairly solid 


for Young, and Schaumburg was consid- 
ered the same way prior to the Palatine 
endorsement of Crane. 


TOTTEN AND committeemen from Pal-

Park 'Master Plan' Drives Forward 


Though 
many Schaumburg residents 


may not realize it, their park district has 
been continuing to drive forward in its 
"master plan" for development and ex- 
pansion. 


Latest accomplishments have been an 


updating of the original general master 
plan and recommending of specific sites 
for present and future development. These 
were reported Thursday at a meeting of 
the park board. 


According to park director Paul Derda, 


this work is rarely evident to the public. 
"When residents want a new pool or new 
park, they want it now," he explained. 
"They don't realize all the time, raising of 
funds, and other work that goes into it." 


A preliminary outline of a plan for park 


development was submitted last April by 
McFadzean and Evenly Limited of Win- 
netka, a firm which has done work in park 
and recreation planning, including that 
done for the new sports complex in North- 
brook. In the past three months, more spe- 
cific plans for Schaumburg have been pro- 
posed, some of which were discussed 
Thursday. 


H O W E V E R , as Derda 
explains, 


"These plans are still preliminary and un- 
certain and must be kept in confidence for 
the time being. We do, however, want the 
public to know that work is continuing in 
this area. We also want the people to know 
our general theory for development." 


This theory, referred to as the "neigh- 


borhood concept," basically means an at- 
tempt is being made to provide park and 
recreational facilities within walking dis- 
tance of every youngster in the commu- 
nity. Also stressed is the attempt to min- 
imize the necessity of younger people hav- 
ing to cross very busy highways and inter- 
sections. 


R o b e r t 
V. Everly, 
speaking 
for 


McFadzean and Everly, has said: "In 
addition 
to the 
smaller 
neighborhood 


parks, we have recommended the acquisi- 
tion of larger community parks for the 
more active recreational activities. If 
Schaumburg 
is to continue to attract 


people and new industry at its present and 
recent rate, it will be necessary to provide 
adequate park and recreational opportu- 
nities for all." 


ROY LAYMAN represented McFadzean 


and Everly in addressing the park !x>ard 
Thursday, when hs made proposals for 
boundaries and sites. He showed a map 
dividing Schaumburg into nine neighbor- 
hoods for park planning purposes. 


As for acquiring the needed space. Lay- 


man said, "The time is now. The need is 
immediate for real estate." He suggested 
that professional real estate help be se- 
cured to better investigate areas. 


"In this neighborhood plan, the dis- 


tribution of land in the community is what 
counts," said Layman. "This is more im- 
portant than total acreage " 


Layman spoke also of the community 


approach, which means, he said, "that we 
also need to think about facilities. As a 
park district, we must see that developers 
are taking into consideration the park 
needs of the people. There must be enough 
facilities to serve an ever-growing popu- 
lation." 


CITING AN example, Layman said, 


"When there is only one (swimming)pool, 
you have no idea how many people you 
are turning away. You don't k.iow until 
you open another pool. Often, people won't 


como to one pool simply.because i! is too 
overcrowded." 


Getting back to specifics. Layman said. 


"I hesitate to talk figures yet I think this 
should be the next step, and should be 
done in a committee meeting We should 
budget to cooperate with schools. I think 
they are ready and willing to work with 
us." 


Derda agreed, saying. "Yes, this type of 


cooperation 
works out 
very 
well 
It 


stretches the tax dollar." 


AGAIN. LAYMAN stressed, "We must 


get on with this development of neighbor- 
hood facilities very quickly or tho situation 
(lack of facilities) will be on us before we 
know it." 


Board president James Falk called for a 


committee to further discuss neighborhood 
development and arrive at figures Nearly 
the entire board expressed interest. 


Layman then suggested that the board 


take a tour of the village and learn specif- 
ic needs and questions of proposed sites.

Fallout Shelters Good for Few 


The following is one of a continuing series 
on fallout shelter capabilities and Civil De- 
fi'iisr in sun minding communities. 


bj K \'HIE BARNES 


In the event of a nuclear disaster, the 


people of Elk Grove Village would ' just be 
out of luck,' according to Police Chief 
Harry Jenkins, who is also Civil Defense 
director for the village 


There are not enough shelters to protect 


the people from nuclear fallout, nor are 
thei e enough supplies in most of the exist- 
ing shelters Jenkins says 


Of the 20,000 population of the village, 


the fallout shelters could house about 
1,000, and those people would not all be 
supplied 


The federal government stocks shelters 


when they meet the rigid specifications of 
the Army engineers concerning wall thick 
ness and foundation depth The federal 
stocks include food, water, sanitation sup- 
plies, medical supplies, radio and radi- 
ation equipment 


THERE ARE THREE stocked shelters 


m Elk Grove, including the Bell Telephone 
Co 
the Council Chambers in the police 


station, and Grove Junior High School 


The Maitre D' Restaurant and an IGA 


warehouse have also been designated as 
shelters but are not stocked 


Jenkins says the village has been trying 


to get matching federal funds to purchase 
a warning siren for several years, but they 
have not received any cooperation to date 


The reason for the lack of shelters, Jen- 


kins says, is that there are not enough 
qualified buildings m the area He says a 
building must have a basement and there 
just aren't many in Elk Grove 


The possibility of transporting residents 


to surrounding 
communities, 
such 
as 


Mount Prospect, is recognized, but Jen- 
kins doesn't think that would be very prac- 
tical 


THERE ARE, JENKINS says, several 


buildings which do not qualify under the 
strict specifications to become shelters, 
but Army engineers say they could be 
used in emergencies 


"We'd better have our prayers all said if 


a bomb would strike nearby, say any 
closer than Detroit If it were farther 
away, like in New York, we might have a 
chance," Jenkins warned 


Who would be the 1,000 who would get 


into the shelters if an attack were under 
way9 Jenkins says it would be on a "first 
come, first serve" basis 


The problem seems to be immense Jen- 


kins says the average citizen cannot do 
much except to put pressure on his local 
government, which he says is already 
doing all it can 


IF THE COMMUNITY wanted to build a 


public shelter, it would have to foot the 
bill 


There are financial incentives given to 


mdustiies who want federal funds if they 
build a stiuctuie which is suitable foi use 
as a fallout shelter 


However, Jenkins said 
the use of a 


building is strictly with permission of the 
owner He is given no reimbursement and 


he must provide the area to store supplies 
without any charge 


Jenkins sees his problem as partly one 


of a lack of time 


"I am encouraging the village adminis- 


tration to name a director of Civil Defense 
with more time and capability to work on 
the program " 


ALTHOUGH HE was rot aware of the 


cooperation between several villages in 


the area on their civil defense program 
Jenkins said he would be "more than hap- 
py to work with them ' 


The local civil defense unit is virtually 


nonexistent Jenkins pointed out that a lo- 
cal ham radio club and a nurse's club do 
help with communications and traffic con- 
trol in bad weather, but bad weatlier and 
relating emergencies seem to be the sole 
purpose of CD in Elk Grove Village

Housewives didn't want to throw out 
the 25-cent plastic traps the way they had 
the 5-cent (later 7-cent) wood contraptions. 
Neither did they want to handle a dead 
mouse, clean a trap which had housed a 
dead mouse, or store such a trap. So the 
firm went back to old fashioned mouse- 
traps. 


These days Woolworth is moiv con- 


cerned with rats than mice He wants 
cities to turn urban teen-agers into bounty 
hunters, arming them with rat traps and 
paying them 50 cents for each 
rodent 


caught. This would, of course, also sell a 
lot of rat traps. 


"The cost would be minimal to a city 


like New York," Woolworth said, estimat- 
ing it would cost New York $150,000 for 
traps and $4 million in bounties if all the 
rats were captured.

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EVERY DAY AT Fleetwing farm in 
Palatine brings a chance for horseback 
riding. The chance comes a little more 
often to advanced riding students get- 
ting ready for the cubbing hunt season 
which begins in Mid-August. For the 
hunt, it's important to know how to 


jump a horse as Melissa Prehler, top 
left, and Raine Ray, bottom, certainly 
do. But along with the strenuous activ- 
ity, there are moments to enjoy the 
early morning air, the scenery and the 
ride. 


They're Ready For the Chase 


Knowing how to pull the reins of a horse 


can bring more than a mode of trans- 
portation or just riding enjoyment to a 
sturdy horse lover. 


With a lot of enthusiasm and a flair for 


something different, ability on a horse can 
open the path to a morning of hunting. 
Several riders at Fleetwing Farm in Pala- 
tine soon will see their efforts rewarded 
when they join a hunt in Napervillc. 


It won't be an actual fox hunt. That 


comes later when the hounds, and the 
foxes, are older. But, beginning Aug. 15, 
the cubbing season begins, which is a per- 
fect starting point for riders like those at 
Fleetwing. 


They've been waiting, training, prac- 


ticing and working all summer for the oc- 
casion. Now the students are ready, ac- 
cording to their riding instructor, Sue 
Shaw. 


One morning during the middle week in 


August, about Hi boys and girls ranging 
from 12 to 16 will get up at about 3 a.m. 
First they'll prepare the horses for the 
him!. Then, they must get themselves 
ready. 


All fox hunters are required to wear pre- 


scribed 
attire. When they're cubbing, 


they can dress "informally," or so it is 
called, although stiff pants, a shirt, high 
boots and jacket are necessary. 


"It's called informal because you can 


wear any color coat," explained Sue. "On 
an actual fox hunt the formal black coat is 
necessary." 


The group will arrive in Napcrville at 


about (i a.m. for the bunt, because it's im- 
portant to start as early as possible 


"Actually, the best kind of hunting 


ing is cool and foggy, even though it's not 
as comfortable for the riders," Sue said. 


"Hunters try to beat the heat of the day 


and the hounds pick up scents easier when 


I he air is damp." 


Aside from learning all the necessary 


rding techniques, Fleetwing students also 
have been taught the proper protocol on a 
hunt. 


If it's the first time, they must l>e in- 


troduced to the huntmaster. If they've 
been there before, they must bid him 
"good morning" before joining the rest of 
the group 


Since UH.'.V all are juniors, they must 


ride at tho rear of the field. When the 
hounds begin the chase no hunter ever 
should crowd the dogs or get in front of 
them. 


Kveryone at Fleetwing knows the rules 


and they also know there's a chance a fox 
might be killed, but they hope not. 


"We never like to see a fox caught. Af- 


ter all, the poor little guy is giving us a lot 
of fun," Sue said. 


But if a fox la caught, riders must know 


tho proper procedure for the occasion. 


Last year, one of Fleetwing's riders, 


Raine Ray, participated in a couple of 
hunts which ended with a kill and she re- 
ceived a "pad." 


The first six riders on the scene when a 


fox is killed are honored with parts of the 
fox. The first two adults can choose be- 
tween the "mask" (face) and "brush" 


( t a i l ) . The juniors are given a "pad." one 
of the paws. 


This year. Raine is the only Fleetwing 


rider who will know exactly what to ex- 
pect when cubbing morning arrives. But 
the others have a good idea blouse of 
intense training and practical experience. 


Jumping a horse is one of the major re- 


quirements and all of them know how to 
j imp at least 3':: feet. They also must 
ie:trn how to control a horse while gallop- 
ing in a group. 


But their instructor is certain that all 


her advanced riding students are ready. 
The riders are confident too and definitely 
ready. All that's left is the waiting. 


Board Member s 'Records Poor

Despite the fact that schools have most 


to lose from low personal property tax col- 
lections, only one in every four school 
board members 
in Wheeling and Elk 


Grove Townships paid that tax this year. 


The record is poorer than in 1968, when 


one in every three school board members 
in the two townships' eight school districts 
paid the unpopular tax. 


This is the third year the Herald has 


made a check of school board members' 
personal property tax records on the thco- 
17 that board members might be expected 
to have a better understanding than the 
general public of the need for the revenue 
the personal property tax is intended to 
provide. 


This is based on the fact that schools get 


two-thirds of all property taxes collected 
on both personal property taxes and real 
estate and most school districts in the two 
townships are 
perennially pressed for 


funds. 


TIIK RECORD shows that school board 


members do have better record payment 
than the general public. 


Mrs. Marjorie Annen Carter, township 


collector, said 22,400 personal property tax 
bills were mailed out this year and only 
2,498 payments came in to the office — 
most of them from businesses and corpo- 
rations. 


Businesses and corporations pay their 


personal property tax bills because they 
run well over $100 and the county will go 
to court to collect tax bills above that 
amount. 


Though only one in 10 personal properly 


tax bills sent out was returned witli a pay- 
ment, Mrs. Carter collected $1.1 million — 
about 47 per cent of the $2.1! million due in 
1968 personal property taxes. 


After July 1, personal property tax bills 


are paid through the county collector's of- 
fice with a penalty added. In that case, the 
payment would not be recorded on the tax 
books examined by the Herald. 


But Mrs. Carter said it has been her 


experience, based on 39 years' experience 
in working with township tax collections — 
the last eight years of that as head of the 
office, that most people who pay their per- 
sonal property taxes do so locally and on 
time. 


THIS YKAR, as in the last two years. 


some school board member; apparently 
didn't pay a personal property tax hill be- 
cause they failed to receive them. 


Of the 
-IH elementary and hii'h school 


board members in the two-township area. 
12 have "paid in full" marked beside their 
families' names on the township collec- 
tor's public books. 


Eight of the school board m, mbers may 


have been missed by the assessor. A 
search of ihe books showed no record of a 
personal property tax bill being sent to 
five board members in Wheeling Township 
and three in Elk Grove Township 
- al- 


though it is possible that one or more 
board members' tax records might have 
been missed in a search through the public 
books. 


For the third year. Mount Prospect Dist. 


57 board had the best record for personal 
property lax payments. 


Of the seven members of (he Di.;t. 57 


Board of Education, four - 
IA-O Floros. 


Charles W. Houchins. .Jack (!. Rnnchetlo 
and Mrs. Patricia Kimball — had "paid in 
full" marked on records for their house- 
holds. No tax record could be located for 
Alex Casper. 


The Arlington Heights Dist. 25 Board of 


Education had the next best record. Of the 
seven board members, three — Robert H. 
Bukowski, .lames Penn arid H. Robert 
Powell — had paid their bills before the 
.July 1 deadline. 


A SK.AHCII OF the records could turn 


up no Elk Grove Dist. 5!i or Wheeling Dist. 
21 board member who had paid his person- 
al property tax The Herald 
found no 


record of a tax bill being sent to Dist. 21 
board member Jeremiah Crise.

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Roe Urges Uniform Welfare 


David A. Roe, candidate for 13th District 


congressman, called for uniform welfare 
standards throughout states in a second 
position paper issued on national issues. 


He favored a welfare program 
that 


would "discourage the dole system of pay- 
ments and provide education and work in- 
centives." 


Roe, :i3, oi Glenview, issued his first po- 


sition paper on the topic of bridging the 
"communication gap" between Washing- 
ton D. C. and the public. 


A publisher on leave of absence from 


Hollister Newspapers, Roe expressed a 
professional concern on better commu- 
nication and outlined steps he would take 
to open information channels. 


STATING HfS position on welfare this 


week, Roe used the Republican line to in- 
volve the private sector in solving social 
problems. Having uniform welfare stan- 
dards set by the federal government is a 
crusade 
of Illinois Gov. Richard 
B. 


Ogilvie 


Roe expressed a concern over "poverty, 


violence and frustration that breed in the 
inner city, and for children who are hun- 
gry and men who are untrained for any 
kind of work " 


"But all of the concern and all of the 


good intentions that we feel seem to have 
resulted only in a horribly wasteful and 
inefficient dole system that often encour- 
ages the poor not to work, breaks up fami- 
ly units, does not provide the unemployed 
with the skills they need and permits the 
deterioration of our urban areas." 


In addition to standardizing welfare, he 


said existing welfare programs need to be 
designed to: 


—Encourage retention of family units. 
—Revise regulations that discourage 


persons on welfare from working. 


"PEOPLE SHOULD not be encouraged 


to move to urban states like ours simply 
because our welfare payments are high- 
er." 
Roe stated. "Mississippi, 
for ex- 


ample, now pays $8 50 a month for each 
dependent child, while Illinois provides $46 
a month per child. 


"As a result, Illinois taxpayers 
are 


forced to assume Mississippi's responsi- 
bility." 


Roe charged current welfare standards 


encourage illegitimacy by providing aid to 
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dependent children in a household where 
the man is not married to the mother. 


"At the same time, if the man is mar- 


ried to the mother and earns less than the 
subsistence level while working full time, 
they receive no aid." 


He said in most states, including Illinois, 


welfare programs are structured to pro- 
vide the difference between a family's in- 
come and a certain break-even point. 


"But if the person earns a dollar more, 


he receives a dollar less in welfare. Under 
this system, the poor are much more in- 
clined to stay home and collect thier wel- 
fare dollar than go out and work for a 
dollar. 


"THE SYSTEM should be structured so 


a man always will receive increasingly 
more in wages than welfare, so he can 
retain more and eventually get off the wel- 
fare rolls entirely." 


The candidate said he will back pro- 


grams that will nuke it less profitable 
receive welfare payments than to receive 
wages for working. He said the federal 
government needs to serve as a catalyst 
for individuals to help themselves and for 
the private sector to become involved in 
helping combat problems of the poor. 


Offering his own solutions, Roe urged 


passage of last year's Human Investment 
Act which would provide tax credits for 
businesses and industries training the un- 
skilled. He also urged creation of day care 
centers for children so uiothers would be 
free to work. 


"I also favor a home ownership plan 


that would encourage the private sector to 
invest in new and rehabilitated housing in 
the inner city, instead of the government 
doing it all. We also should encourage per- 
sons to own their own property and up- 
grade the condition of it." 


HE ASSERTED the Housing Act of 1968 


has been a failure in the area of inner city 
housing as only 1,100 of the 20,600 housing 
units it has underwritten are in the city, 
where the need for re-building is the great- 
est. 


Roe noted that basic to the whole wel- 


fare problem, however, "is the need to re- 
duce the sheer number of agencies dealing 
with poverty and to increase the economy 
and efficiency of those that can not be 
eliminated." 


He pointed out the federal government 


has l!7 agencies administering programs 
for the elderly and 42 others concerned 
with education. 


"Meanwhile, the federal budget is reach- 


ing gargantuan proportions and govern- 
ment spending is setting off one of the 
worst inflationary periods in our history. 
Meanwhile, evidence mounts daily that 
our existing poverty programs are not 
working." 


"SOMETHING IS wrong when, accord- 


ing to economist Milton Friedman, less 
that 20 per cent of the estimated $50 billion 
we spend annually on welfare reaches the 
poor." 


He said Congress has "virtually ig- 


nored" a request of Pros. Richard M Nix- 
on to get presidential authority to initiate 
consolidation of closely related and costly 
assistance programs." 


Roe is one of 11 Republican candidates 


in the Oct. 7 primary race for congress- 
man.

It behooves him now to solve 
the problem." 


"When a man's got you in a corner with 


an armlock, you agree to things you don't 
believe in," replied Cantrell. 


"I can talk about breaking agreements 


too if you want to get technical," he 
added. 


Neither Cantrell nor Bychowski elabo- 


rated on these "broken agreements" and 
it appeared that most of the trustees didn't 
understand the reference. 


Trustee Sloan ended the discussion when 


he suggested the village wait for another 
meeting with the Cantrells until the addi- 
tional appraisals are ready and the village 
is in a position to negotiate.

Trustee David Sloan asked Al Kinsey, 


engineer for the Cantrell projects, where 
he thought the village should draw the line 
hi allowing builders to expand in the area. 


THE ENGINEER SAID the village 


should build the retention lake and then let 
builders develop around it. 


Conflicting reports about the advisability 


of more construction south of George 
Street were read by village clerk Fred Va- 
lintino. One of the reports came from the 
U.S. Dept. of Agriculture; the other was 
presented by Cantrell's engineer. 


A side argument developed between the 


senior CantreH and Bychowski when the 
trustee said, "This man has broken an 
agreement with the village and created 
the problem. It behooves him now to solve 
the problem." 


"When a man's got you in a corner with 


an armlock, you agree to things you don't 
believe in," replied Cantrell. 


"I can talk about breaking agreements 


too if you want to get technical," he 
added. 


Neither Oantrell nor Bychowski elabo- 


rated on these "broken agreements" and 
it appeared that most of the trustees didn't 
understand the reference. 


Trustee Sloan ended the discussion when 


he suggested the village wait for another 
meeting with the Cantrells until the addi- 
tional appraisals are ready and the village 
is in a position to negotiate. 


ANOTHER VISITOR to the meeting was 


Berni Zoden, president of the Northwest 
Homeowners Assoc. Zoden came before 
the board to ask what progress is being 
made on a study of sewers, gutters, and 
sidewalks in that area of town. 


Originally, 
Village 
President 
John 


Varble had told Zoden he could expect the 
survey to be complete by Aug. 1 but By- 
chowski gave Oct. 1 as a more likely date. 


"I doubt if it'll be done by October," 


added trustee Frank Focht. 


Zoden was assured by the trustees that 


they would keep him informed of devel- 
opments in the project.

The letter Mrs. Gallo sent to the board 


explaining her resignation never men- 
tioned her state of health, nor did it cite 
another operation as an excuse. 


"There is a possibility that I will have 


another operation, but I certainly never 
told Mr. Meyers or the board this," Mrs. 
Gallo said. The nature of surgery was not 
disclosed. 


Mrs. 
Gallo's letter, which was dated 


July 18, read: 


"AFTER -MUCH thought and consid- 


eration I feel that my resignation as vil- 
lage clerk of Bloomingdale is in the best 
interests of all concerned. 


"In the short time I served in office, I 


found the duties extremely interesting 
though much more time consuming than I 
was led to believe when the ABC (Alert 
Citizens 
of Bloomingdale Party) 
ap- 


proached me to seek this office in the 
April election. 


"I do not feel that I could possibly work 


in harmony with the present adminis- 
tration as I do not fit in with certain meth- 
od;, of their operation. . . 


"I am certain the Village board will 


quickly locate a responsible, efficient per- 
son to fill this $300 per year position. 


"FRANKLY. I cannot afford the amount 


of time away from my family to accom- 
plish the work load of village clerk as it 
now stands. 


"I'd wish to thank the village board for 


the opportunity of attending the municipal 
clerks institute. It was a most awakening 
and enlightening experience. 


"In closing I wish to thank those who 


honored me with their vote last April. I 
sought the election with the intention of 
working with and for the people of the 
community, helping them with problems 
they might have. Unfortunattly I could not 
even have the board approve a change in 
village hall hours. 


"May 
your next village clerk be more 


successful than I." 


Aside from the time involved in the job, 


which Mrs. Gallo thought would mainly 
consist 
of taking notes and keeping 


records, she felt her position was being 
superseded by other administrators. 


When the remodelling for the office was 


discussed, she was "told what I wanted 
and not asked." 


Shortly after she began working in the 


office, a carpenter came, wanting her to 
sign an authorization to tear down the wall 
adjacent to the garage, she said. 


WHEN SHE ASKED him who sent him 


he gave the names of some builders and 
Robert Meyers, village president and said 
he would do the job unless asked to stop 
by a village official, Mrs. Gallo claimed. 


Not wanting to take the responsibility 


for the authorization, she said she called a 
trustee, who had no knowledge that the 
wall was to be demolished. 


A few days later the trustee came by 


and stopped the carpenter who was about 
to begin work. 


Mrs. Gallo said she felt there was a lack 


of closeness of purpose within the adminis- 
tration. 


She also complained that when she re- 


quested "simple things" like a new type- 
writer, extra help or permission to open 
the office one night a week as a service 
for the working citizens, they were "put in 
committees and didn't go any further."

Friday is the day the state income tax 


becomes effective and withholding begin 
from paychecks. The tax was upheld as 
constitutional last Friday by the Illinois 
Supreme Court 


Also last Friday, the Commonwealth 


Edison Company broke the news it will 
seek permission for a six per cent rate 
increase from the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission. The rate increase application wij 
be filed next month. 


Higher costs of borrowing money, a 


growing tax burden and steadily rising 
prices for equipment, materials and labor 
were listed as reasons for the utility com- 
pany's request. 


"OUR PRESENT estimate is that an in- 


crease on the order of six per cent will be 
needed to raise our revenues and earnings 
to a fair rate of return on the fair value of 
our property," according to a company 
spokesman. 


The state income tax will hit individuals 


to the extent of 2'£ per cent of their in- 
come after deducting $1,000 for each de- 
pendent. Corporations will pay four per 
cent of their federal taxable income. 


A man earning $10,000 a year with a 


wife and two children will pay 2Vi per cent 
of $6,000. or $150 per year at $3 a week. 


In ruling the tax constitutional, the 


Court extinguished dim hopes the tax 
could not be applied. There was some de- 
bate in the Illinois legislature whether a 
different tax on individuals and corpo- 
rations would be in compliance with the 
Constitution's ambiguous revenue article. 


LEE K. THORPE, an Evanston fur 


store owner had challenged the income tax 


on .July 'I, the day after Gov Richard B 
Ogilvie signed the measure into law 


Charles Chester of Chicago, Thorpe's at- 


to:ne\, said Friday he had not decided if

which it operates ' 


The court, however, accepted the state's

COMMONWEALTH EDISON CO. Chair- 


man J 
Harris Ward Friday also an- 


nounced a revised estimate of the com- 
pany's earnings for this year. He said at 
the annual meeting in May, 1969 earnings 
were estimated at $3.15 a share. 


"Now, particularly as a result of the un- 


remitting pressure of inflation on our 
costs, it appears we will be hard pressed 
to push earnings for the full year above 
the $3.02 per share reported for the 12 
months ended June 30," Ward said. 


Ward pointed out that over the past sev- 


en years, 
the company 
has reduced 


charges for electricity by more than $30 
million annually. 


"Since March. 1962, the average cost of 


electricity to our residential customers has 
gone down more than 13 per cent," he 
said. "Meanwhile, other consumer prices 
have gone up, with the increase in the past 
year running about five per cent." 


New Access Seen 


Northwest suburban drivers can plan to 


start entering and leaving the Northwest 
Tollway at Arlington Heights Road in the 
fall of 1970, Tollway officials told the Her- 
ald Friday. 


Plans for the access ramps are "just 


about complete," according to George Gu- 
derley, executive director of the Illinois 
Toll Highway Authority. 


If the land for the ramps can be pur- 


chased quickly, construction could begin 
within six weeks. However, legal com- 
plications in obtaining the land could delay 
the project. 


Guderley estimated construction time 


would be sit to eight working months. Al- 
lowing for stoppage of work during freez- 
ing winter months, he estimated tollway 
officials could "cut the ribbon" on the 
ramps in the fall of 1970. 


The estimated $1.4 million partial inter- 


change would allow cars to get on to the 
Northwest Tollway to head east to Chicago 
and get off at Arlington Heights Road. 


In October of last year tollway officials 


said the construction would begin about 
June 1 of this year if approval of plans 
was obtained from the Illinois Division of 
Highways which controls access to Arling- 
ton Heights Road. 


In December, the division of highways 


rejected the tollway's plans and sent the 


engineers back to the drawing board. 


Guderley told the Herald Friday that an 


engineering firm has been hired to super- 
vise the construction and everything was 
"ready to go" if the land could be ac- 
quired. 


Approval of the ramps by the tollway 


authority came after a year of bargaining 
between the officials and the Tollway Ac- 
cess Committee (TAC), a group of Arling- 
ton Heights and Elk Grove Village resi- 
dents and officials supporting the ramps. 


The approval marked the end of a sev- 


en-year campaign to tie Arlington Heights, 
Elk Grove Village and other nearby sub- 
urbs into the tollway system. TAC used 
market research techniques to provide an 
educated calculation of the need for and 
possible benefits from an interchange. 


Long-range plans by the Illinois Toll 


Highway Authority include the construc- 
tion of a full cloverleaf to provide access 
to both the east and the west. Area in- 
dustries have said they are anxious to 
have nearby access in both directions. 


The tollway authority and TAC represen- 


tatives have said the access ramps will 
help private and commercial development 
in the area near the proposed ramps 


Neither the partial nor the complete clo- 


verleaf would intrude on the old EU Grove 
Cemetery just south of the Northwest Toll- 
way and east of Arlington Heights Road.

Meijo University ia Nagoya, believes the 
age of earth travel by sonic jet trains is at 
hand. 


A series of experiments 
by Ozawa 


and 
his 
colleague indicate such a train 


could cover the 300 miles between Tokyo 
and Osaka in 35 minutes. 


Ozawa, dean of the faculty of science 


and technology at Meijo, has been working 
on the design of a supersonic train system 
for the past 10 years. 


He and his team have been working with 


models. One of the model trains reached a 
speed of 682 miles per hour on a track 


Birch View: Government Backs Riots

The federal government is in the busi- 


ness of funding ghetto rioting all over the 
United States. 


A plausible .statement' It depends on 


your own point of view To about 125 per- 
sons gathered Saturday in Schiller Park at 
the l{;imada Inn near 0 Hare Airport, the 
statement w.is part of a six-hour seminar 
delivered by Stuart Crane. 


It was delivered at a meeting of the 


John Birch Society, co-sponsored by the 
Arlington Heights and Klk Grove chapters. 


Crane, a Birch coordinator of special 


services, flown in from Greenville, S.C., 
for the program, reasoned that, as rioting 
began several years ago, government 
sending 
increased. 
As spending 
in- 


creased, rioting increased. 


He said that much of the money spent to 


prevent rioting actually ends up in riot or- 
ganizations. Besides, he charged that men 
like Rap Brown and Stokely Carmichael 
are on the federal payroll 


College, Crane told his audience, is not 


an educational process, but rather a "cer- 
tification process." 


It takes four years to control the minds 


of the students that enter college, Crane 
said, in order to wean them away from the 
teachings of their parents. 


Crane, who spoke for two hours in the 


morning 
without 
stopping, 
saved 
his 


sharpest criticism for communism and the 
term "democracy." He defined commu- 
nism as a form of government controlled 


by a small elite, rther than by the masses 
of people. 


He defined democracy, as a form of gov- 


ernment, as an evil. Stressing that this 
country is a republic, and that democracy 
is mentioned in neither the Constituion 
nor the Declaration of Independence, he 
charged that "government - controlled 
schools, radio, television and the mass 
media" support the concept of democracy 
— which he regarded as government con- 
trol. 


In a republic, Crane said, the laws rule 


the government, but in other forms of gov- 
ernment, laws rule the people, thus in- 
creasing infringements on personal liber- 
ty. 


"Fantastic!" said a pleased listener dur- 


ing the mornining coffee break. The mem- 


bers of the audience, mostly over 30 and 
c o m f o r t a b l y dressed, chatted about 
Crane's talk. 


It cost each of them $10 to enter the 


meeting. With about 125 persons present, 
the society could have made about 11,250 
on the session. 


Backed by elaborate charts to map the 


Left, economics, and political science, 
Crane paced the floor as he lectured. He 
brought his own public address speakers 
with him. 


However, his audience, not minding the

On sev- 
eral occasions during the speeches, the 
crowd laughed at his wry jokes. They 
seemed to listen attentively the rest of the 
time.

He said passengers would feel no more 


discomfort on the OST-6RA than on today's 
jet aircraft.

air brake.

Sewage Facilities a County Problem 


by VIRGINIA KUCMIERZ 


Sewage treatment plants are a messy 


business and in DuPage County the whole 
business of when and where they should be 
built and expanded is particularly so. 


Bloomingdale Township has a serious 


need for sewage facilities. With new devel- 
opments being annexed all the time, many 
villages within the township cannot even 
.serve their older sections. 


Trunk lines and treatment plants are not 


only necessary for present and future pop- 
ulations, but they are the key to land de- 
velopment and control in the county. 


AS ROBERT MEYERS. Bloomingdale 


village president, said, "Whoever controls 
the sewage facilities, controls the land." 


The proposals for solving the problem 


are confusing and, in some cases, over- 
lapping and interchangeable. 


Many of them have been adopted, then 


changed and shelved. Several people in- 
volved in them are not holding the posi- 
tions of power they did at the time, and 
new officials on tht scene sometimes get 
things confused. 


The county has been reviewing county 


wide plans for almost 10 years. Multiplant 
and one-plant systems have been debated 
and debated, but nothing has been done. 


Last July the county, after a study by an 


engineering firm, seemed headed toward 
supporting a one-plant system. The initial 
cost would be higher, but the subsequent 
operating costs would be considerable low- 
er. 


BUT THE MUNICIPALITIES wolud not 


buy it. It was too much centralization for 
them. At that time the county had about 80 
individual plants operated by districts and 
municipalities. 


The situation was getting worse, since 


the state had upgraded the stream-content 
qualifications. More expensive and com- 
plex equipment was needed to perform the 
complex refining processes which were 
necessary to bring the water to the higher 
sanitation standards. 


This and the expanding population has 


put an unbearable burden on the munici- 
palities who are beginning to realize the 
benefits which would accrue from econo- 
my of scale operations. 


After the scheduled referendum did not 


take place last April 29, which would have 


put the one-plant system to a vote, four 
municipalities in Bloomingdale Township 
had a free hand to start planning for a 
Quad-Village Authority. 


THE VILLAGES began investigating the 


legality of establishing an authority which 
would allow them to expand the Glendale 
Heights plant and construct a trunk line 
from there to Addison, Bloomingdale and 
finally to Roselle. The line would serve 
only land annexed to the villages and not 
any unincorporated land which a county- 


built trunk line would do. 


Quad-Village failed for lack of money, 


which was initially to be supplied by the 
developers, who were petitioning for an- 
nexation to the villages. The developers, 
as in the case of Hoffman-Rosner, would 
rather build their own plants and lines and 
stay unincorporated. But they still would 
have had to meet county standards.

MEANWHILE, Will Nottke, mayor of 


Itasca and president of the DuPage May- 
ors and Managers Association, an organi- 
zation which had formerly opposed the 
one-plant system for the county and thus 
found itself supporting the original idea 
for the QVA, requested the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC) to 
do a study for a county wide system which 
would be acceptable to the municipalities. 


The study, finished about two weeks ago 


proposes an eight-plant system, one of 
which is the Glen Ellyn plant. 


Nottke is planning a meeting of the Du- 


Page Mayors and Managers Association 
Aug. 23 to sell the idea to them so that 
they in turn will help campaign for a ref- 
erendum, which he hopes will be held 
soon. 


With QVA defunct and a county wide 


system that seems like it would be agree- 
able to the municipalities in the making, 
the county board of supervisors is looking 
over an old proposal to expand the Glen 
Ellyn plant and build a trunk line to 
Roselle. 


The money would come from the gener- 


al fund if the state attorney general says 
it's legal.

The plan would eliminate the need for

It would be a temporary solution be- 


cause it will only serve the area for a pro- 
jected five-year period At the end of that 
period it is expected that the county widi1 


system will be under way and the trunk 
line will have been extended to the ex- 
panded Glen Ellyn plant, which will serve 
the land tributary on the east of the Du- 
Page River and north of Butterfield Road. 
Public Works Supt. John Morris said. 


THE GLEN ELLYN plant will then be 


abandoned. 


Nottke, who is asking for a moratorium 


on sewage planning and a full effort on the 
part of DuPage mayors and managers to 
support the county wide system, realizes 
the need for interim facilities. 


Nottke stresses that these 
facilities 


should be planned only as temporary 
structures and that the areas building and 
expanding them "aren't too optimistic on 
the projections of their growth." 


An over-estimate would mean scrapping 


a plant that had not reached full capacity. 


"The expansion of the Glen Ellyn 


Heights plant would only add additional 
expense," Nottke said. He would "sooner 
have all the individuals involved go for a 
program with the county." 


HE FEARS THAT "when their wants 


are satisfied, people in these areas will not 
go to the polls or in my opinion vote no for 
a county referendum." 


Nottke has asked Paul Ronske, chair- 


man of the county board of supervisors, to 
wait at least 60 days on the Glen Ellyn 
Heights proposal and set a tentative date 
for a referendum on a county system. 


Bloomingdale Township is facing an ur- 


gent sewage problem that will only par- 
tially be alleviated by local systems. Vil- 
lage officials are continually saying a 
county system will have to come. But un- 
der whose terms is another story.

<>•• design, but new building methods and 
new products Those that prove successful 
with the public and economically feasible 
find their way into Levitt construction 
across the country, often in higher priced 
homes initially, then into more modestly 
priced models as ways are found to adapt 
ideas and reduce costs. 


The duds live o n only in the test house 


— like the heated bathtub This particular 
gem interconnected the heating pipes and 
tub with the commendable idea of keeping 
both the room and the bath water cozy. 


'It was great," Biederman explained, 


"for folks with asbestos feet1" 


A more successful idea is a recent one 


that ties together indoor and outdoor living 
and makes the lady in the kitchen a part 
of the fun instead of isolating her like a 
slave This new kitchen is tied to the patio 
area by means of an extended serving is- 
land Sliding aside a glass partition makes 
the kitchen part of the recreation area — 
and greatly simplifies outdoor eating 


ANOTHER TEST design that is proving 


popular, Biederman said, is the "conver- 
sation pit" — a carpeted, recessed area, 
with a fireplace as its focal point and 
cushioned built-in seating. Designed for 
quiet conversation, apparently it's some- 
thing many people find appealing in these 
days when life seems to involve much 
frantic, sometimes pointless, sound and 
activity. 


Being tested currently in a group -of ex- 


perimental homes near Levitt's Stony 


Brook Development on New York's Long 
Island, are a wide variety of new products 
— ideas such as lightweight polyurethane 
plastic ceiling beams, glued to the recrea- 
tion room ceiling. Indistinguishable from 
the genuine, massive, expensive article, 
these substitutes bring the luxury of 
beamed ceilings within reach of even a 
modest budget. 


A VARIETY OF floor materials 
are 


being evaluated, including Vermont slate, 
quarry tile from Italy, and sheet vinyl that 
simulates brick flooring. Some rooms have 
parquet wood flooring, but with a differ- 
ence — a thin, protective film of plastic 
makes it possible to preserve the polished 
look with a minimum of effort. 


Many of the products tested are de- 


signed with high style and work saving for 
the homemaker as twin goals — low- 
maintenance plastic laminate kitchen cab- 
inets with a reverse printed wood grain, 
for Instance, or quarry tile kitchen count- 
ers; man-made marble for bathroom van- 
ity counters. 


Outside, hand split cedar shingles are 


being tested on a roof 
They may not 


make the grade in mass produced, moder- 
ate priced houses because of cost, but Lev- 
itt is testing also, asphalt shingles with a 
wood gram that gives the same effect at a 
lower cost Other exterior products being 
tested 
include 
fireproof, 
mineral-fiber 


shingles that look like wood, 12-inch ply- 
wood planks applied as horizontal siding to 
give a rough-textured appearance at rea- 
sonable cost. Vertical rough-sawn plywood 
with 2 by 3-inch battens also is being test- 
ed, with both redwood and cedar under 
consideration. 


AT THE ENTRANCE of the prototype 


homes, the builders have experimented 
with a variety of doors and, Biederman 
says, they have found that a raised panel 
door conveys a feeling of elegance at one- 
tenth the extra cost of a carved door 


In addition to trying out the many new 


products offered by manufacturers, Bie- 
derman says Levitt often works with sup- 
pliers to develop its own ideas. 


"We often act as a catalyst," he ex- 


plained. "Many of these items later go 


into a manufacturei s standard luie " An 
example is a Colonial, raised panel bi foM 
c l o s e t 
door 
To a regular 
bi-fold 


steel door which was particularly satis 
fying from a functional and economic 
standpoint, Levitt suggested the manufac 
turer add a molded plastic panel to simu 
late wood and give the desired styling 


BIEDERMAN SVYS Levitt people are 


working now with a manufacturer of light 
ing fixtures, a television manufactuier and 
a cabinet company on a kitchen center 
that will include indooi outdoor thermome- 
ter and barometei 
small television set 


tape recorder, mtei com and writing desk 


The company, big as it is always is on 


the lookout for ideas. Biederman says 
"You'd be surprised how many ideas 
come from comment bv the people who 
look at and live in our houses Our design 
people work closely with the marketing 
men who are out in the field gleaning pub- 
lic opinion ' 


So, if you ve got a favorite "why don't 


they . " pass your suggestion along to a 
Levitt man It might just turn up in one of 
next year's prototype homes.

Parents Are Key 


A few weeks ago Paddock Publi- 


cations published a three-part series 
by Staff Writer Mary Schlott, "Head 
Start and the Suburban Poor." 


The main thrust of the series 


pointed up a serious lack in the local 
Head Start program: The problem 
o f getting more 
parential in- 


volvement in what Head Start here 
is trying to accomplish. 


A local Head Start official in- 


dicated that a lack of meaningful 
parent participation in the program 
was a factor in keeping it from be- 
coming one of the best in the metro- 
politan area. He saw parent partici- 
pation as essential in Head Start's 
long-range goal of changing the 
lives of entire families — not just 
providing a more enriched pre- 
school experience for the children in 
it 


A n o t h e r Head Start worker, 


speaking specifically of the Span- 
ish-American families in this area 


— who are affected most by any lo- 
cal Head Start program — was even 
more emphatic. She was convinced 
that the Spanish speaking parents of 
Head Start children can make a 
valuable contribution the program. 


She added that "to bring a change 


in a child's life you have to make a 
change in the parents' lives, too." 


Unfortunately, such thinking was 


not filtered down into all of Head 
Start's four centers in our area. 
Some local officials discount parent- 
al envolvement as an important 
factor in making Head Start a suc- 
cess locally. 


This is directly contrary to the 


thinking of Dr. Robert Mendelsohn 
at the June Head Start teachers' 
conference where he said: "Head 
Start is not just a junior kindergar- 
ten program but a means of peace- 
fully bringing about revolutionary 
change. It is parent control, parent 


activities, that give Head Start its 
vital aspects. This is as true of ef- 
fective Head Start programs for 
Spanish-Americans as it is for 
blacks. . .Parents should participate 
in every aspect, including curricu- 
lum." 


Add to this the fact, as the series 


pointed out, that children in our 
area Head Start program typically 
come from tight-knit Spanish-speak- 
ing families with strong father fig- 
ures — influences often missing in 
the lives of inner-city Head Start 
children. 


In order to make area Head Start 


more meaningful, all of the people 
working in the four local centers 
should strive to take full advantage 
of this strong sense of family inher- 
ent in Spanish-Americans and use 
rental participation to its full po- 
tential. 


Our area Head Start program 


owes this to the children it is sin- 
cerely trying to help.

Driving to Medinah or Bloomingdalc, 


my regular beat, was kid stuff compared 
to this trip I planned to drive U.S. 12 to 
Washington Boulevard and then Madison 
Street all the way downtown.

me to follow him because he would direct 
me out of this "bad neighborhood" in 
which I should have been fearing for my 
life. 


IT WAS ALL VERY complicated, and he 


•topped three more times to tell me ex- 
actly what he was going to do and how far 
I WM to follow him. 


He was going to make a left, then a 


right, then another left. I was to make the 
first 
and second 
turns and then go 


straight. 


After the first left, he got out for the 


fourth time to make sure I knew what to 
do 


Then he asked me where I was coming 


from so he could tell me bow to get back. 
I told him I was going to Arlington 
Heights. 


"DEAR, DO ME A favor," he said in a 


fatherly tone that was incongruous with 
the young appearance. He could not have 
been older than 28 "When vou drivp ba^ii 
for God's sake take the Kennedy Ex- 
pressway."

blood passed the placenta to the baby's 
blood and wore destroying the red cor- 
puscles, 
which 
resulted 
in 
hcmolytic 


anemia and (he eventual possible death of 
the babv " 


Donald, who developed jaundice shortly 


after birth, needed blood transfusions and 
he needed thorn fast 


Doctors had to exchange the baby's 


blood with a blood which would not be de- 
stroyed by maternal antibodies. 


But that was not as easy as it sounds. 


Donald needed an O-negati-.o nlooa with a 
low tiler count. 


In brief, a type of blood with a low liter 


count has a low number of a particular 
type of antibody in the plasma. Approxi- 
mately 32 people per 1,000 have the type 
of Wood Donald needed 


Blood for tlie first transfusion, in units of 


500 cc, was obtained from Lutheran Gen- 
eral Hospital the evening of July 20 


RYON DESCRIBED 
the 
transfusion 


procedure. 
"What they do is to pump out 


two ounces of the old blood and then pump 
in two ounces of the new blood. Then they 
repeat the procedure a number of limes 
and each time obtain a higher percentage 
of the new blood. They never do obtain a 
complete changeover, but the percentage 
is very high "

aid would need more transfusions. Nearly 
:)0 hospitals and blood banks were called 
that weekend trying to find available 
blood. 


"When it became imperative that a sec- 


ond transfusion was necessary," Ryon 
said, "we began calling a list of unusual 
donors." These are people with unusual 
blood types who have volunteered their 
services to the hospital. 


There are other qualifications that the 


prospective donor must meet also. He 
must not have eaten within four hours, 
partaken of any alcoholic beverage, had 
recent surgery or a recent cold, or have 
Ixxm on a drug of any kind, to name a 
few 


Densil Wilson of Prospect Heights was 


finally contacted and met the necessary 
qualifications for donating blood. 


THE SECOND transfusion 
was 
per- 


formed last Monday, but the hospital still 
needed a backup for a possible third trans- 
fusion which had been tentatively sched- 
uled for Wednesday morning. 


"We kept going down the list and finally 


came up with William Billings of Rolling 
Meadows, who provided the baby with a 
backup," Ryon added. "On 
Wednesday 


morning we got the blood from Billings. 
Then we began looking for a backup for a 
fourth transfusion. This is where the Nike 
Base came in and provided 200 potential 
donors " 


The hospital contacted Lt. Richard Mar- 


cotullio, public information officer for the 


base on Central Road and he agreed 
|<> 


help out. With the blood that was obtained 
from donors at tho Nike Base, the hospital 
now has a sufficient supply for little Don- 
ald. 


Donald Edwin Ayres will grow up to be 


a normal, vibrant boy. He is currently in a 
new type of incubator machine that has a 
sun lamp which aids in diminishing jaun- 
dice associated with the condition that he 
has. When they first began, he was a sick- 
ly yellow, but now is approaching the usu- 
al pink color of a newborn baby. 


Frederick Volini, chief pathologist for 


the hospital, said, "He will be checked a 
few times after he is released and should 
have 
no 
further 
problems 
after 
six 


weeks." 


THE CASK OF Donald Edwin Ayres 


has a happy ending His mother has al- 
ready been released from the hospital and 
he will be released within another week. 


But that isn't the end of the story. There 


are additional chapters to l>e told and they 
are the lives of other people who lie in 
hospitals in need of blood. 


"The main thing that we in the hospital 


want to stress is that jwoplc start digging 
this blood bank bit," Ryon said. "In this 
hospital alone, we use over 2,000 units of 
blood a year. 


"The blood is good for only 21 days and 


for most surgical patients in tho hospital, 
we have two units of blood cross-matched 
for emergencies. There are approximately 
30 surgeries daily, so that means we must 


have many units of blood availalbe "
